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U.N.  peacekeeping  efforts  in  Bosnia-Hercegovina  have  again  brought  the  subject  of 
peacekeeping  to  the  forefront  and  has  raised  questions  as  to  how  peacekeeping  operations  will  be 
financed  and  what  the  composition  and  role  of  such  forces  should  be.  Should  Japan  and  Germany 
play  a  role  in  such  operations,  and  will  NATO  forces  be  employed  to  keep  the  peace  in  Europe 
outside  its  traditional  boundaries?  Problems  with  efforts  in  Bosnia-Hercegovina  and  Cambodia 
also  point  out  possible  limitations  to  peacekeeping  operations.  The  use  of  Russian  peacekeeping 
troops  in  areas  of  the  former  Soviet  Union  is  also  problematic.

1986,  and  one  from  1987),  an  essay  on  Canada's  peacekeeping  criteria,  and  a  good  synopsis  of 
world- wide  peacekeeping  operations  from  1945  to  the  1980s.

International  Perspectives),  provides  facts  and  opinions  on  ah  aspects  of  peacekeeping  and  is 
intended  for  peacekeeping  troops,  diplomats,  politicians,  and  U.N.  officials.  It  is  published  by  the 
Canadian  Institute  of  Strategic  Studies  at  76  St.  Clair  Ave.  W.,  Ste.  502,  Toronto,  Ontario, 
Canada  for  $25  for  6  issues. 

Part  I  below  contains  citations  dealing  primarily  with  specific  geographical  areas— Africa,  Asia, 
Central  and  South  America,  C.I.S.,  Europe,  and  the  Middle  East. 

Part  II  is  subdivided  into  various  subjects— Analyses  of  peacekeeping  operations  (limitations, 
roles,  problems,  and  assessments),  planning  and  management  of  forces,  and  financial,  military 
and  political  aspects  of  peacekeeping.  Under  each  section  the  citations  are  arranged  in  reverse 
chronology. 


A  separate  section  III  on  peace  enforcement,  or  peacemaking,  as  it  is  also  tenned,  concludes  this 
article. 
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
